Of  all  the  flowers  in  the  garden  there  are  fewthat  excel  the  IRISES  for  their  lavish  display  of  col- 
or in  May  and  June.  The  various  varieties  range  in  colors  from  silvery  white  through  the  yellow 
pinks,  lavenders,  blues  and  deep  purples  with  smoky  hues  and  all  shades  between.  They  must  be 
seen  to  be  appreciated.  The  new  tall  large-flowering  varieties  of  today  are  far  superior  to  the  small 
varieties  of  our  grandmothers  day. 


Irises  will  grow7  in  any  good  soil  and  blossom  profusely  with  but  a minimum  of  care.
